Salter Jr. obtained- a conviction, 
against Wilbert Rideau, Negro, 
for the murder of a Lake 
Charles woman bank employe. 

RIDEAU WAS convicted and 
sentenced to the electric chair 
April 17, 1961. His attorney ap- 
pealed the case on the grounds 
that a Lake Charles televlatm 
program broadcast a confession 
by Rideau and therefore made 
a fair trial impossible.
